Albany, N. Y., Nov. 2.— Charles E. j 
Hughes, speaking here tonight, ex- j 
pressed belief he would wir the fdec- 
toral votes of Ohio, Indiana and New 
York and asserting 
that 
he was 
‘‘looking forward to the responsi­ 
bilities of administration,” outlined 
what he regarded “ the essential con­ 
ditions of national leadership.” 
Audience W aits Three Hours. 
Mr. Hughes addressed an audience 
that had waited nearly three h o w s to 
hear him. 
He was introduced by 
W illiam Barnes, former Republican 
state chairman. 
The 
nominee 
in 
previous speeches today had declar­ 
ed he had no apologies to make for 
his attacks on the administration for 
Its foreign policy, had characterized 
as very cruel and unwarrantable, th e , 
suggestion th a t a vote for him m eant 
a vote for war. 
“ The executive is the guardian of 
the national honor,” Mr. Hughes de­ 
clared. 
“ He has a very wide discre­ 
tion in the management of our for­ 
eign relations. 
He has his own ju d g ­ 
ment almost exclusively as his guide 
and he is not supposed to exercise 
th at judgment except in conformity 
to the well established principles of 
international law'. 
It is not a whimsy 
he should consider— it is not a loose 
generality, a conceived service to h u ­ 
manity that should engage his a t ­ 
tention. 
It is his duty to have his 
country adopt 
and 
follow' correct 
principles of international action re­ 
cognized by the nations of the world, 
and thus maintain the respect to 
which we are entitled and giving us 
an opportunity to have a growing in­ 
terest thru th a t esteem by which in­ 
deed we can maintain our rights and 
in the end truly serve humanity.” 
Replies To Statement of Wilson. 
Mr. Hughes replied to a statement 
in a recent spea: ii of President Wil­ 
son’s as follows: 
“ It is not th at we should be tru c ­ 
ulent; it is not that we should go 
about with any braggart assertion of 
power, It Is not that we should en­ 
gage bluster. 
I like the phrase ‘the 
peace of a gentleman' 
but of the 
peace of a gentleman unafraid, alert 
in his self respect and getting his 
rights, quietly and calmly, ready to 
maintain them. 
That Th the peace 
of a gentleman.” 
In his speech here tonight as in 
other speeches during the day, Mr. 
Hughes declared that 
there never 
has been a time, perhaps in our h is­ 
tory, when it was easier to keep the 
nation out of war than during the 
past few years when every nation en­ 
gaged in the great strife abroad de­ 
sired our friendship and would not 
by reason of any assertion of our 
Just rights forfeit that friendship.” 
The nominee was an hour late in 
reaching Albany. 
His address here 
was further delayed by a street p a r­ 
ade many blocks long 
which 
he 
headed. 
On his way to the hall the 
nominee was cheered by crowds on 
the sidewalks. 
Introducing Mr. Hughes, 
Chair­ 
man Barnes said: 
“ There is one quality the people 
demand in a man who would hold 
high office. 
In his responsibility to 
the great people he owes the obliga­ 
tion that his deeds should conform 
with His words. 
That the American 
people have not now, hut will have 
in Mr. Hughes.” 
“ I come to you after days of a 
very remarkable experience in the 
states of Ohio and Indiana, 
“ Mr. 
Hughes said. “ I suppose that no can­ 
didate for the presidency ever receiv­ 
ed a more generous greeting than I 
received in these states. 
It demon­ 
strated tho interest that is felt by 
the people of this country in the is 
sues of the campaign; and as I be­ 
lieve put beyond question the vic­ 
tory of the national ticket in both 
Ohio and Indiana as veil as in New 
York. 
, 
“ We are now looking forward to 
the responsibilities of administration 
and I desire to speak to you with re­ 
spect to what I regard the essential 
conditions of national leadership to 
be. 
“ The executive is intended to be a 
loader; but his leadership has pri­ 
marily to do with the performance of 
certain constitutional duties of the 
gravest importance to the people. He 
is not chosen to follow' the whims of 
his fancy or to indulge In a license 
of freedom to follow his own person- 
choices in any direction to which

A defective joint in the 
gasoline feed conection forced tho 
aviator to descend at Erie for re­ 
pairs and a fresh supply. 
After re­ 
suming flight, he found it impossible 
to reach New York before night and 
came down at Hammonsporf, 
m a k ­ 
ing a total of about 635 miles. 
He 
expects to complete his journey to- 
morning. 
Carlstrom start­ 
ed from Chicago at 7 :0 9 % a. rn. 
Eastern time. 
Then observers sta­ 
tioned along the route, one aftor a n ­ 
other in rapid succession, reported 
him over Blue Island and Harvey, 
111., and Hamond, Ind. 
Fourteen 
minutes after he started he passed 
Gary, Ind.

Washington, Nov. 2— The famous 
American aviation corps 
of 
French army probably soon will lose 
officially its distinctive title as a re­ 
sult of a protest to tho state depart­ 
ment that use ot the name is not com­ 
patible with American 
neutrality. 
There will be no formal exchanges 
on the subject but the state depart­ 
ment will suggest informally to the 
French foreign office that mention of 
the American corps in official com­ 
muniques places this country iii an 
embarrassing position. 
The corps made up of a large num­ 
ber of young American aviators, was 
recruited and organized as a separ­ 
ate unit by special permission of the 
French 
military 
authorities. 
Its 
members have distinguished them­ 
selves time and again, particularly in 
the fighting around Verdun. 
Precedent for action was set early 
in the war, when at the informal 
request of the Washington govern­ 
m ent Great Britain had the name 
American legion, withdrawn from a 
Canadian contingent that was being 
recruited from the United States.

Washington, Nov. 2.— Conclusive 
evidence as to whether Germany vic­ 
tim I lated her pledges to the United States 
in the sinking, apparently without 
w-aming, of the British freighter Ma­ 
rina with the loss of six American 
lives, is not expected by the state de­ 
partment. before the latter part of 
next week. 
Secretary Laming before leaving 
tonight for his homo ai Watertown, 
N. Y., to stay until after the election 
Tuesday, said information was com­ 
ing in slowly and that at least a 
week was expected to elapse before 
full evidence would be at hand. 
Even tho all information desired 
from British sources and American 
survivors of the 
Marine were at 
hand, any action by 
the 
United 
States government would be delayed 
pending Germany’s reply to the in­ 
formal request for hor version of the 
incident. 
In 
previous 
instances 
where such a request has been made 
a week or more has elapsed before 
tho attacking submarine has come 
iii and several days further have 
been needed to colect and transmit 
j the information. 
Secretary Lansing m ade a state 
m ent today explaining that the state 
department held 
that 
Germany’s 
pledges not to sink merchant ships 
without proper provision 
for 
the 
safety of persons on board, applied 
to merchantmen armed for defense 
as well as to unarmed vessels. 
Ger­ 
m an y’s latest specific war on armed 
ships, however 
was there memor­ 
andum announcing that they would 
be treated as war vessels and the 
fact that the Marina carried a 4.7 
inch gun is expected to play a con­ 
spicuous part in the exchanges that 
will follow if it Is established that 
she was attacked without warning. 


After months of strife between tho 
adherents of former Premier Veni- 
zelos and the staunch adherents of 
King Constantine over tho question 
of Greece’s stand in the war, a revo­ 
lution of considerable 
proportions 
has broken out in the region south­ 
west of Saloniki. 
Only meager de­ 
tails are at hand. 
On the fighting fronts important 
successes have been obtained by the 
French in regaining of Fort Vaux, 
northeast of Verdun; by the Italians 
in a further push forward in the 
Gorizia 
and 
Carso 
sections thru 
which they are trying to reach Triest 
and by the Germans in Volhynia near 
Witoniez. whore Russian positions 
were stormed and captured and 22 
officers and 1,508 men were made 
prisoner. 
The Transylvania theater is wit­ 
nessing a continuation of the a d ­ 
vance of tho Austro-Germana south 
of the Rotlicntliaum pass, w-hile in 
the Jlul valley the Roumanians are 
j keeping up their pursuit of tho Tou- 
freighters I tons. 
There is no nows yet conccrn- 
w'iih J ing the operations in Dobrudja, ox- 
! copt the statement that the Russo-, 
I Roumanian advance guards are re­ 
connoitering and that C’onstanza has 
j been shelled from the sea, but with- 
out success. 
In Macedonia fighting 
J continues in the bend of the Coma 


J river region with small successes for 
the Serbians. 
On the remainder of 
the front bombardments are in prog­ 
ress. 
Altho the Berlin war office has of­ 
ficially announced that the Germans 
have evacuated 
Fort 
Vaux, thus 
placing 
this 
important 
strategic 
point once more in the hands of the 
French, the Paris war office as yet 
has made no mention of this fact. 
Tho evacuation of the fortress was 
due, according to unofficial advices 
from Berlin, to a pre-arranged plan 
owing to the belief of the military 
leaders that the sacrifice of life in 
holding it was disportionate to its 
importance. 
East of Gorizia and on the Carso 
plateau near Vallone, the Italians, 
after violent artillery preparation, 
attacked the Austrian line, and d'e- 
spite the resistance of the Austrians 
captured in tho former sector, the 
eastern slopes of Tivilo and San 
Marco and heights east of Sober. 
On the 
Cargo 
plateau 
several 
wooded hills were taken and an ad­ 
vance of two-thirds of a milo was 
made to tho east of Segiti.

the fighting 1,731 Austrians were 
made prisoner and six guns, num er­ 
ous machine guns and other war ma 
terial were captured.

The Rev, Allen A. Tanner, pastor 
of the First Congregational church 
and director of the P eople’s Taber­ 
nacle, yesterday resigned both posi­ 
tions iii order to enter a wider field 
in the spread of his belief that the 
church of today needs to get closer 
to the people and closer to the indus­ 
trial conditions of the country. 
On 
the lecture platform, in pulpits and 
thru writings, he hopes to revive the 
law of love in the churches. 
F ree­ 
dom from a regular charge is sought 
that he may have tim e both closer to 
study conditions and give Ii is co n ­ 
victions a wider range. 
Twelve years ago Dr. Tanner put 
on overalls and went into the fac­ 
tories, w orking side by 
side with 
wage earners, that he might 
gain 
lo f their point of view toward religion 
and the church Such studies he may 
resume from time to time, but more 
specifically bis object in quitting his 
charges 
is 
to 
work among the 
churches and religious people, a ro u s­ 
ing them to the need tor closer im i­ 
tation of Christ in His work and 
teaching. 
“My retirement from the m inistry 
will probably be only temporary," 
Dr. Tanner said. 
‘‘I may return to 
it at some future time. 
In the m ean ­ 
time I intend to devote my tim** to 
lecturing and writing. 
I wish to be 
teaching in as wide a field as p os­ 
sible the one truth which the world 
certainly needs above 
all 
truths: 
That Christianity is simply the study 
and practice of the law of love a3 
taught by Christ. 
“ I especially desire to study the 
teachings of Christianity as applied 
to industrial conditions and to study 
the church 
not to discover what is 
the matter with it, for I know that 
but to find out what specific changes 
must be m ade to meet the social con­ 
ditions that we must face after the 
world war. 
This war has proved 
j 
conclusively that present day inter- I 
pretations of Christianity have fail 
cd. 
The priests of Europe have fail 
cd to teach the law of love and the 
church 
must

The best w ere those

Stores. 
R obert Hockenhull had, in 1857, 
ju s t opened his nice block of stores 
on E ast Court street, one of which I 
w as occupied by

On East State street, ju s t east of 
th e Square, sou th side of th e street, 
w e re several new stores, in which 
Sp ate s and Upham, R a t e k i n ’s and 
Sim mons, and o the rs sold goods.

lf family shopping was an early 
day pain to th e boy of t h e house, 
t h e re were 
alleviations, which

Teachers

Capt. John L. McConnel t h e n lived 
in tile house, p a r t of which still is 
left, between his fath er's house and 


w h a t is now Snyder’s Ice plant, on 
N orth Main street.

Satu rday w as then the g r e a t busi­ 
ness day of th e w'oek, an d th e farm ­ 
er s came in with their sm all pro­ 
duce, and got their supplies, and 
m e t each other, and talked politics, 
a n d got the ir weekly “ S e n tin e l” or 
“ J o u r n a l , ” a n d the mail; for “ rural 
deliv ery" had not then come. 
The 
Trabue a n d Cham- ; fence aro u n d the park, as we now 
call it, was crowded, on all four 
sides of 
th e 
square, w ith horses, 
m ostly atta c h e d 
to 
wagons. 
For 
carriag es a n d buggies w ere scarce 
then. Many people still cam e to town 
on horseback. 
1837. 
T h e year 18 57 was not a notable 
one to anybody, until 
towrard its 
close, along in the latter p a r t of Au­ 
g ust, or in 
September, 
w’hen the 
“ P a n ic of 1 8 5 7 ” broke over th e land. 
It was no light affair, a n d many a 
business m a n a n d real e s tate specu­ 
la to r “ went to the wall.” 
It ran its 
slow course, aided by tho miserable 
p a p e r currency of the day alm o st to 
th e beginning of the war. 
T his p ap er money 
w*as 
called 
“ wild c a t” ow ing to its unreliability. 
It would scarcely keep its value over 
n ig h ty It w as an experience in those 
da y s to start on a jo urney with only 
th e trea cherous stuff to travel on. 
Many people derided tho “ g reen ­ 
b a c k ” which the war developed, but 
t h a t was so m e thing one could travel 
all over th e country on. 
Such are a few reminiscenses of 
th e days before the war.
